States Navy, 


Centennial of the Launching ol 
the Constitution. 


Celebration at Boston Marred by 
Bad Weather. 


Patriotic Exercises in Old South 
Church — Speeches by Senator 
Lodge and Others—Boliler Ex- 
Plosion on a Steam Launch, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

BOSTON (Mass.,) Oct. 21.—Unteward 
weather conditions interfered with the 
out-of-doors exercises today, marking 
the centennial of the launching of the 
United States frigate Constitution. | 
Rain fell throughout the forenoon, giv- 
ing a bedraggled appearance to. the 
decorations in honor of the occasion. 
Long before the hour assigned for the 
exercises to begin, the historic Old 
South Church was filled to its utmost 
capacity. 

Gov. Wolcott acted as presiding of- 
ficer and delivered the opening address, 
referring in eulogistic terms to the ves- 
sel in honor of which the anniversary 
was held and the patriotism which 
marked her history. 

Gov. Wolcott introduced Theodore 
Roosevelt, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, who spoke in part as follows: 

“The moment of the Constitution’s 
launching was the beginning of our 
navy, as we know it today. It was fif- 
teen years after the launching of the 
Constitution and her sister ships before 
the proud flag which was menaced was 
humbled, and during that fifteen years 
there were many people who objected 
to the maintaining of a navy. 

“It was because we had the Constitu- 
tion and her sister ships that we came 
out of the war with credit, and it is 
due to a policy contrary to that which 
prompted the introduction of such ves- 
sels that in recent years brought us to 
dange: of the gravest national | 
honor.’”’ 

At this point Maj. William H. Gar- 
land of Boston, who was a powder boy 
on board the Constitution in her fa- 
mous battle with the Guerriere, was 
presented to the audience, and Gov. 
Wolcott himself led in three cheers for 
the veteran. 

Mayor Quincy of Boston then deliv- 
ered a short address. ~ 

Prof. J.\W. Churchill of Andover read 
Oliver Wendell Holmes’s poem, “Old 
Ironsides,”’ 

Then Maj. Garland addressed the 
audience briefly. 

The historic address of the day was 
then delivered by Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge. 

Senator Lodge, after dwelling at some 
length on the history and victories of 
the glorious old ship, spoke particularly 
of the way in which our small but 
well-equipped navy of that day more 
than retrieved on the water the re- 
verses which 4 tardy administration 
and a halting foreign pdlicy had in- 
vited on land. He said: 

“England and Europe received valu- 
able instructions from the war of which 
this battered old ship is the sign and 
symbol, but we Americans were taught 
a great deal more. We learned that 
weak defenselessness meant war, and 
strong armies and readiness meant 
peace, honor and quiet. It is well to 
note that the lesson of wise prepara- 
tion, taught by the war of 1812, and al-\ 
ways worth remembering, is even more 
important now than then, for today 
wars are fought in a few, months, while 
it takes years to build modern ships 
and case rifled guns. Weakness and 
defenselessness mean war. Readiness, 
preparation and courage mean honor 
and peace. Where we were unprepared 
in 1812 we suffered; where we were pre- 
pared we prospered and vindicated our 
national existence.”

Anniversary of Nelson’s Victory 
Celebrated in England,

LONDON, Oct. 21.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The anniversary of the battle of 
Trafalgar, fought October 21, 1805, was 
celebrated today more generally than 
usual. The Nelson monument on Traf- 
algar Square, this city, was decorated 
with garlands and the foot of the 
column was hidden beneath wreaths, 
including one from Canada, inscribed: 
“England expects every man to do his 
duty.” 

Nelson's flagship, the Victory, at 
Portsmouth, was decked with laurels 
and evergreens and the spot on the 
quarterdeck where the British admiral 
fell mortaly wounded was covered by 
an immense wreath.

CHEROKEES ARMING. 


They Will Resist Change in Their 
Tribal Government. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


LITTLE ROCK (Ark.,) Oct. 21.—A 
special to the Gazette from Fort 
Smith,.Ark., says: “It has just leaked 
out here that the full-blood Chero- 
kees have been secretly arming them- 
selves and securing large quantities of 
ammunition for several weeks, but, it 
has been especially brisk since the re- 
turn of the attorney sent to Washing- 
ton to enjoin the Dawes Commission 
from proceeding to make the citizen- 
ship rolls. The majority of the Chero- 
kees are opposed to the treaty, but the 
most bitter feeling is among the_ig- 
norant full-bloods. They are prepared 
to resist any attempt to change their 
tribal government. 

“Several leading advocates of allot- 
ment treating with the Dawes Commis- 
sion have been warned to cease the 
negotiations or their lives will be taken. 
As the Indians are great sportsmen 
and use large quantities of firearms 
and ammunition, they have been able 
to secrete all the weapons they wanted 
without attracting unusual attention. 

“A prominent man who enjoys the 
confidence of the full-blood leaders ar- 
rived today and sounded the note of 
warning. He says his life would not 
be worth 1 cent on his return to the 
nation if it should be known that he 
made public the securing of the arms. 

“No immediate outbreak is antici- 
pated, but a great deal depends upon 
the action of the council next month.”

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—The World 
says: “Russell Sage created a sensa- 
tion in Wall street yesterday by «an- 
nouncing that he had been invited by 
President McKinley to form a syndi- 
cate on the Union Pacific on the basis 
of satisfying the full government clain 
in the Union Pacific. Mr. Sage invited 
subscriptions to a plan to be here- 
after brought out by him for the fore- 
going object. The payment of the gvv- 
ernment claim in full is understood to 

be the first condition in this plan. 
“Mr. Sage’s representatives’ an- 
nounced last night that he had re- 
ceived subscriptions for over $75,900,600 
within two hours of his announcement. 
It was announced that he would con- 


plan was subserived at least three 
times over. As in the bond transac- 
tion, Mr. Sage thinks there is un- 
limited capital available for the setile- 
ment of the Pacific road debts without 
loss to the government, and without 
blind pools.

HARBOR WORK 


Sa Pedro Specifications 
Neatly Ready. 


in a Few Days. 


Letting of Contracts is Still a 
Remote Event. 


Lack of Appropriations no Excuse 
for Delay—San Clemente Rock 
Recommended for Use in the 
Proposed Breakwater. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 21.—[Special 
Dispatch.] Maj. Davis of the Corps of 
Engineers of the United States army, 
said today that. specifications for, the 
contract for construction of the new 
breakwater at San Pedro by the Har- 
bor Board, of which Admiral Walker 
was chairman, would be completed in 
a few days and forwarded at once to 
the War Department. 

The plans for the harbor improve- 
ment were made part of the report of 
the Harbor Board, but the drawing of 
specifications was°’only placed in Maj. 
Davis’s hands a few days ago, as 
Stated in dispatches from Washington. 

At, the present time it is impossible 
to say how soon the specifications will 
be printed, and advertisements for 
proposals for contract advertised, be- 
cause these steps must be taken under 
the direction of Secretary of War Al- 
ger. 

The failure of Congress to provide 
an appropriation for the payment of 
contingent expenses connected with 
the contract, such as printing, adver- 
tising and office expenses of the gov- 
ernment engineers, may serve to post- 
pone further steps until the meeting 
of Congress. 

“The fact that Congress made no 
appropriation for the breakwater 
proper,” said Maj. Davis, “is not neces- 
sarily an obstacle to letting of the 
contract. Advertisement is frequently 
made and consiruction work begun on 
Federal improvements before appropri- 
ations are available, but of course un- 
der such circumstances the contractor 
assumes the risk of one Congress. refus- 
ing to comply with the policy of its pre- 
decessor. Even in case the Secretary 
of -War should immediately direct ad- 
vertisement for bids, the published no- 
tices must run in the newspapers for 
several weeks, and thirty days must 
elapse. between the advertisement and 
the opening of bids by the Board of 
Engineers here. Their recommendation 
of award must then be approved at 
headquarters. Allowing for these de- 
lays and the days necessary for con- 
tractors to secure the requisite plant, 
it is probable ample time will inter- 
vene for Congress to make the first 
appropriation. - 

“T see it is said Secretary Alger will 
recommend in his estimate dn appro- 
priation of $400,000 for the first year’s 
work. As the total cost of the break- 
water will. exceed $2,800,000, at this 
rate ft will extend over seven years. 
“Tt was my hope it could be completed 
in five years. 

“San Clemente Island, to which 
Senator White lately referred as a 
source of rock supply, in a communi- 
cation addressed to the Secretary, is 
owned by the United States for light- 
house purposes.

JOHN BULL HAS DOUBTS. 


SERIOUS MISGIVINGS ABOUT THE 
WAR IN INDIA, 


Staunch Resistance of the Tribes- 
men Creates Uneasiness—British 
Forces Criticised for Capturing 
the Same Ground Twice—Recent 
Losses, 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, Oct. 21.—The staunch re- 
sistance of the insurgent tribesmen 
when the British forces stormed the 
Dargai ridge, yesterday afternoon, and 
the apparently heavy losses of the 
British in that engagement are facts 
viewed with serious misgivings in Lon- 
don today. The insurgents were evi- 
dently in great force, for, in addition 
to being able to make a stubborn 
stand against the British advance, 
they had a contingent of 7000 men _ to 
spare for a flanking movement. Not 
any of the stories of the fierce engage- 
ment suggest any demoralization of the 
enemy, who retired in good order and 
proceeded to construct fresh defensive 
works on the adjacent hills, showing 
that Afridiland will probaly have to 
be conquered yard by yard. The news 


of the massing of the Afridis in the]. 


Sampagha Pass and the report that 
they are erecting strong fortifications 
there is almost disquieting. The news- 
papers here criticise the plan of cam- 
paign, which apparently necessitates 
capturing the same ground twice, as 
the Dargai ridge, which was carried 
on Monday, was left for the tribesmen 
to reoccupy on Tuesday. But it ap- 
pears that the British force which first 
captured the ridge was not provided 
with commissariat supplies, and the 
difficulties of forwarding them from the 
base were insurmountable.

Press. tonight obtained the one great 
feature missing in the famous Luete 
gert trial—the sworn testimony of the 
defendant himself, Adolph L. Luete 
gert. 

Standing tonight in the gloomy jail 
adjoining the grim-looking gray stone 
court building in which his remarkable 
trial had at last been brought to a 
finish, the burly sausage maker capped 
the climax of the extraordinary serieg 
of events which began with his ‘sen- 
sational bankruptcy and the alleged 
frightful diabolism of boiling his wif 
to death at midnight in a vat in h 

factory cellar. | 

Tonight, closely following the final 
result of the trial which attracted 
world-widé attention, Luetgert made, 
under oath, a statement for the Asso- 
ciated Press concerning the fearful 
crime charged against him, the first 
sworn statement yet made by him and 
the first statement of such a kind 
ever known in newspaper annals. The 
affidavit was put in writing in due le« 
gal form, and is certified to by @ 
notary. 
Ex-Judge William A. Vincent, thé 
leading counsel for the defendant in 
this. celebrated case, gave consent tq 
the affidavit being made. 

The affidavit explicitly declares Luet- 
gert’s innocence. The document in full 
is as follows: 

“To the public:. The result of my 
trial, ending today, is a victory for 
me because of the disagreement of 
the jury, but I am very much disap- 
pointed and surprised that the jury 
did not bring in a _ verdict of nog 
guilty. 

“EF did not kill my wife, and do nog

WHITMAN'S BONES. 


Relics of an Indian Massacre Fifty 
Years Ago. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

’ WALLA WALLA, Oct. 21.—This aft- 
ernoon the grave of Dr. Marcus Whit- 
man, who was killed by Indians fifty 
years ago, at Whitman mission, seven 
miles from Walla Walla, was opened, 
preparatory to a mausoleum of brick 
and granite to be erected thereon by 
the Whitman Memorial Association. 

" President Penrose of Whitman Col- 
lege and a few students were present. 
Near the surface of the mound in one 
corner four skulls nearly intact were 
discovered, also a number of minor 
bones.

{New ‘York Mafl and Express:]' The 
press agent, or, as he is called when 
he is on tour ahead of his company, 
the advance agent is one of the most 
picturesque characters associated with 
the theatrical business. A good advance 
agent can turn hundreds of dollars into 
the box office of the attraction he rep- 
resents, and a mischievous one can do 
as much harm as a stone thrown into 
a Hoe perfecting press in full opera- 
tion. The duties of the advance agent 
at the present time are not by any 
means similar to what they were ten or 
fifteen years ago. 

Once upon a time he had to paste all 
the lithographs of the ‘show’ on the 
fences of the town about to be vis- 
ited, to wear a large yellow diamond 
on his shirt front ae a symbol of brii- 
liancy, and to do many other things 
that entailed hard work rather than 
any special mental cleverness. 

oday the advance agent is, in the 
main, a newspaper man. He is required 
to supply every newspaper in the city 
to be visited with paragraphs and 
longer articles, including all kinds of 
interviews and anecdotal stories con- 
cerning his play and players. He ts 
supposed to find out ali the eccentrict- 
ties of the star, the leading woman and 
the soubrette. In every sense of the 
word he represents the actors. If a 
managing editor, for instance, wiehes 
to have the leading man dis use the 
question, “le Tragedy Dead’ it ie the 
advance agent's business know ex- 
actly what the leading man would way 
on the subject without wiring him for 
his views. 

The expedients to Whiih advance 
agents have resorted are sometimes 
curious and frequently ingenious.

STORY OF THE FLOOD THAT 
DESTROYED SHEEP CAMP. 


Several Men Drowned ané All the 
Property of Others Swept 
Away. 


TRIALS OF THE ADVENTURERS, 


GRAPHICALLY TOLD IN LETTERS 
FROM M, C, FORD. 


How a Party of Los Angeles Men 
Are Faring to Kiondike—Strag- 
gles with Tempest and Snow. 
The Untold Dimiculties. 


Many reports have come down from 
Alaska about the disastrous flood at 
Sheep Camp which put the finishing 
stroke to the hardships of many a luck- 
less adventurer, but ft is doubtful if 
the tale of distress has ever been told 
more simply ahd graphically than in a 
letter written by M. C. Ford to his 
wife, who is living in East Los Ange- 
les. A rumor had reached Mre. Ford 
to the effect that her husband had 
been drowned in the flood of October 19, 
and that his partner, Harrie Gorman, 
or two after from 
pneumonia. Happily, both rumors were 
proven to be faise by the arrival of 
two letters from Mr. Ford, one written 
just before, and the other immediately 
after the flood. 

Mr. Ford, with Harris Gorman and 
Ed Russell, left Los Angeles July 3i, 
bound for the Klondike. They sailed 
from San Francisco on the Walia Walla 
August 4, and changed at Port Towns- 
end to the little steamer Queen. The 
crowd was so great that the freight 
belonging to Mr. Ford's party had to 
be left behind, to come on the Mexico. 

© Mexico went down before she 
reached Port Townsend, and the To- 
a had to make two trips from 
ownsend to Dyea before all the bag- 
gage of the gold-seekers was landed at 
the latter port. 

This delayed Mr. Ford's y for 
seventeen ys, and that deny was 
the primary cause of all their hard- 
shipe. In that time the weather had 
changed from summer clearness aad 
calm to the storms of early fall, and 
every foot of the way had to be strug. 

ed over at a disadvantage. By august 

, the baggage was landed at Dyeca, 
and the party started as soon as pos- 
sible. © men were heavily laden, 
for they did not think it wise to ven- 
ture into the Kiendike country with 
less than a year's provision of every- 
thing need for camp life in Alaska. 
They had three pack horses, but 6000 
pounds to carry, so their progress was 
necessarily siow. The hardenipse were 
so great that Mr. Russell fell il, and 
was fo to return, but the AMbers 
strugg ‘on, taking into their party a 
man named Temple, With whom they 
had become acquainted on the read. 

In a letter dated from Sheep Camp, 
September 17, Mr. Pord writes:

memory of them, if he wins through, is 
enough to dwarf all the troubles of an 
ordinary lifetime in civilized lands. 

According to Mr. Ford's friends in 
rote a difficulty has to be more 
worth mentioning at all, and those who 
know the manner of man he is can 
read between the lines of these simply- 
worded letters and find a world of suf- 
fering patiently and cheerfully borne 
8S & part of the day's work, and not 
to be grumbled at. 

That letter was destined to £0 
through some strange experiences be- 
fore it reached its destination, and it 
finally came in the game envelope 
with another letter, written on Sep- 
tember 19, in which Mr. Ford gives a 
graphio description of the flood ‘which 
destroyed Sheep Camp, killed some un- 
fortunate wayfarers: stripped others 
of everything they possessed, and mul- 
tiplied for every one the already over- 
whelming difficulties and dangers of 
the journey over ice and rocks to that 
will-’o-the-wisn called Klondike gold. 

- In the second letter Mr. Ford — 

I wrote you a letter on September 
that night, little ex- 
pecting what would happen inside of 
twenty-four hours. We ‘gave the let- 
ters to Temple to mail. After finishi 
our writing we went to bed. It rained 
hard all night and in the night turned 
warm. There are some very large gia- 
clers sloping into this cafion, and at 
6:25 a.m. on Saturday, the 18th, a large 
glacier opposite Stone House, which is 
two miles above Sheep Camp, slipped 
into the cafion with a tremendous Goer 
of water back of it. The water at the 
back of the glacier was what pushed 
it off. This happened at 6:25 a.m., and 
at 6:30 our slumbers were disturbed by 
a terrible roaring. 

“We all bounded out of bed at the 
same time and looked out of the tent 
at the worst sight I ever saw. Great 
boulders, logs and water were rushing 
upon ws. e had no time to gather 
anything, but rushed out in our night- 
clothes to climb trees and remain there 
until the water receded. It swept every- 
thing in our tent up against a large 
stump and buried it in nearly a foot 
of sand. Three feet of water went 
through our tent. However, the water

THE PHOTO-THEODOLITE. 

During the last four years the photo- 
theodolite, In which the camera te weed 
as a surveying instrument. hase been 
largely adopted by surveyors. It is 
found much less dependent on the 
weather than its a plane table, whose 
place it has to a considerable extent 
taken. With the plane table, all the 
work must be done in the field, while 
with the camera the whole of the piet- 
ting is done tn the office, and the wet 
and dull days of winter can be oc 
cupled in working up the photographs 
taken during the finer summer weather.

TWO BOYS’ WORK. 


-A COUPLE OF GAMINS RES- 
CUED R, K. M’CREERY. 


How 


A Newsboy and a.Joekey Helped 
the Injured Man Throngh the 
Tunnel and Cared for Him Un- 
til Help Arrived. 


“Clegg Kelly,’”’ the resourceful raga- 
muffin of Crockett’s fertile fancy, has 
given so many hours of delight to peo- 
ple whose sole experience of the genus 
gamin lies in a slight acquaintance 
with the kind that live in books, that 
it is a thing worth knowing to learn 
that a Scotch newsboy, with all the 
pluck and independence of the immor- 
tal “Cleg’”’ is not only in Los Angeles, 
but that he made his entrance in a 
way that would have done credit even 
to Crockett’s ragged little hero. >. 

When Rufus K. McCreery, vice-pres- 
ident of the Odd Fellows’ Association, 
and one of the most prominent mem- 
bers of the order here in Los Angeles, 
walked off the train the other day and 
fell senseless ‘across the rails in the 
San Fernando tunnel, he was in @ very 
serious predicament; so serious that 
his escape from death may almost be 
called miraculous. Mr. McCreery is an 
old man, and heavy, and he was so 
fearfully shaken by his fall from the 
moving train that it was some tire Le- 
fore he recovered consciousness. When 
he came to his senses, hi@ put out his 
hand and felt the rails, slowly realizing 
that he was in the tunnel, and that he 
must have fallen from the train. He 
saw a faint glimmer of lignt in the 
distance, and dragged himself toward 
it, conscious of little more than the 
fact that it was death to remain in the 
tunnel. 

After what seemed interminable toil, 
he reached the mouth of the tunnel 
and found himself in the open air, but 
between high banks, so that he could 
not tell whether he was going north or 
south. Faint with pain and exertion, 
he sank down beside the track, not 
caring much whether he lived or died, 
when he heard a brisk young voice 


inquire: 


“Hello, mister; what’s the matter? 
Are you hurt?’’ 

Two boys were standing beside him, 
one a sturdy Scotch laddie of 16, and 
the other a jolly little ‘‘coon’’ of about 
14. They were dusty and ragged, evi- 
denily two young tramps, but the 
kindly intention was unmistakable. 

Mr. McCreery told them he _ had 
fallen from the train in the tunnel, 
and was trying to get to a place where 
he could obtain help and send word to 
Los Angeles of his mishap. ‘che boys 
looked anxious, evidently realizing 
that the old man was more seriously 
injured than he knew, and tried to 
persuade him to lie down and let one 
of them try to find help, as he was at. 
the Newhall end of the tunnel, and 
would have to return through it to 
reach the station at this end. 

Feeling a little revived by the fresh 
air, Mr. McCreery told the boys that 
he could walk to the Los Angeles end, 
and wait there for help, or until the 
freight train should pass on its way 
to the city. Both boys promptly offered 
their services to guide him through the 
tunnel, and the three entered the mile 
or more of darkness, through which 
they had to pass before help could Le 
obtained. 

They had not gone far before Mr. 
McCreery again turned faint. The two 
boys closed in on either side, support- 
ing him as best they could, as he stead- 
ied himself with an arm over the shoul- 
der of each. So they struggled along, 
halting every few yards to let the old 
man rest. George Macdonald, the 
Scotch boy, dipped Mr. McCreery’s 
handkerchief into the water running 
along the sides of the tunnel, and 
bathed the old man’s face and neck to 
revive him, but the faintness steadily 
increased, and at last he fell helpless 
across the track. 

Then the greatest danger came. The 
north-bound train thundered by on the 
other track, so close that the way- 
farers were almost stunned with the 
rush and roar. The boys knew that the 
south-bound train must:come soon, and 
struggled desperately to lift Mr. Mc- 
Creery from the track. The tunnel was 
filled again with smoke and roar, and 
the train swept down upon the help- 
less man in its path. George made a 
last effort to lift Mr. McCreery, and 
when the train was within a hundred 
yards, he and little Joe succeeded ‘in 
getting the old man to his feet and, 
propping him up between the supports 
on the tunnel walls, until the train had 
passed. 

Then they toiled on again, until at 
last the welcome gleam of daylight 
shone far ahead, assuring them that 
fresh air and relief were near. When 


they reached the end of the tunnel, [ 


Mr. McCreery’s strength was utterly 
gone. The boys thought he was dying 
and laid him down on a board which 
they hastily covered with their ragged 
coats. The station was three miles 
down the road, and George Macdonald 
started for it. He pelted along at top 
speed until he came to a hand-car 
manned with a crew of workmen. To 
them he told his story, begging them to 
go back for the old man. The men 
refused to stir without orders from the 
section boss, who was a mile or. so 
farther down the road. George ran on 
to find this official, only to be met with 
another gruff refusal to go to Mr. Mc- 
Creery’s assistance. 

Then the boy turned and raced back 
to where he had left Mr. McCreery 
and Joe. The old man was still liv- 
ing, but was so weak that George 
took the precaution of asking his name 
and address, fearing that he would 
again lapse into insensibility. He then 
explored the immediate neighborhood 
for aid, and succeeded in finding a 
Mexican woman and two or three men, 
who did what they could to relieve 
the sufferer. : 

So they remained until the 4:30 
freight came along. The train stopped 
and they were taken aboard and 
brought to Los Angeles. Mr. Mec-

YESTERDAY'S RACES. 

The attendance at the race track yes- 
terday was an improvement on the 
crowd that witnessed the Wednesday 
events. The racing was only a slight 


improvement of the’ day before. The 


stock parade was held in the morning, 
and premiums awarded to the various 
exhibitors as given hereafter. ‘The 
racing proper was called at 1 sharp. 

The first race was a special trot, 
three in five heats, purse rot men- 
tioned. The entries and drivéts were as

J. Sullivan; Joe, W. S. Maven; Iran 
Bunch. 

Visalia had no business in the race, 
as she outclassed all the others. About 
a year ago, Perkins, who owns Visa- 
lia, thought he would make a pacer out 
of the mare, although she had traveled 
in 2:13 or better. As a pacer Visalia 
proved a failure, and was again thrown 
into the ranks of the trotters, but what 
license she had to go with such horses 
as Chico and Joe is not evident, nor 
was it made more evident by her per- 
formance. In the betting for the first 
heat Visalia sold at 2 to 5. Chico at 
even money, Joe at 2 to 3 and Iran Alto 
at 10 to 1. The bulk of the money 
went on Visalia at’ the start, and she 
was backed off the. books before the 
start. 

Ferguson had hard work in getting 
the horses away, and had to threaten a 
fine before they got started. The race 
was a procession to the three-quarter 
pole,. Visalia leading, Joe second, Chico 
third and Iran Alto fourth. In the 
stretch Chico passed Joe and came away 
at a hot pace, Visalia finished first by 
four lengths, Chico second eight 
lengths ahead of Joe, Iran Alto last; 
time, quarter, 0:35%; half, 1:074%4; three- 
quarters, 1:42; mile 2:16. 

The second heat showed no change 
im the betting. Visalia sold at 3 to 1,

ROMANCE OF LAFCADIO HEARN, 


Remarkable History of a Unique 
Figure in the Field of Letters, 


[Chicago Times-Herald:] Lafcadigo 
Hearn, who is today a unique figure in 
English literature, has a history ro- 
mantic as any ever conjured up in the 
brain of the wildest fictionist. 

His father came of an old and gentle 
Dublin family and was colonel of a 
regiment stationed near Dublin, which 
was one day ordered to an interior town 
of Greece. Col. Hearn had been there 
only a little while when he met acci- 
dentally a lovely Grecian girl, the only 
daughter of mountaineers. Her parents 
dead, she lived with seven brothers, all 
noted for reckless courage and scorne 
ful hatred of foreigners. 

Whatever might have been the girl’s 
prejudices in the abstract, they melted 
away before the concrete charms of 
this most fascinating young Irishman. 
The lovers met by stealth for several 
weeks before the suspicion of her 
brothers was aroused. They were wild 
with fury, yet strangely enough for 
men of their temper they merely gave 
warning thattif ever again Col. Hearn 
met or even sought communication 
with their sister they would kill him, 

But the Irish soldier was not thé 
man to be frightened by threats; they 
had threatened their sister, too, with 
death, but this had affrighted her as 
little. She soon found means to ace 
quaint her lover with a certain shute 
-n nook, where they could meet withe 
out fear of discovery. 

Again the lovers lived only in thé 
ecstatic joy of each other’s presence, 
But a simple  goatherd, without 
thought of harming his young mistress, 
unwittingly discovered to the brotherg 
the lovers’ rendezvous. They detere 
mined to slay this man. Col. Hearn 
was set upOn in a lonely road by the 
seven, who stabbed him over and over 
again and: left him, as they believed, 
dead, 

The woeful despair of their sister 
when they told her of their deed 
touched even those fierce men. But one 
day the young goatherd, who adored 
his mistress and hated himself for the 
misery he had brought upon her, told 
her a strange piece of news. Suddenly 
her sorrow seemed to drop from her 
like a garment. Then the brothers 
laughed and said: “See. how she has 
forgotten him.”’ The goatherd had in- 
formed that Hearn was living, and 
that within two weeks she must meet 
him at a certain village, prepared to 
marry and fiy with him to a distang 
seaport town, where they would be safe 


from vengeance.

The brothers, 
young man was dead, readily 
to let their sister visit some cousin live 
ing in the village named. So the love 
ers were married and gone several day@ 
before the brothers knew of it. 

Col. Hearn’s regiment remained seve 
eral years at the seaport town, and he 
and his wife lived there in the utmost 
happiness. There Lafcadio was born, 
and his younger brother. , 

When Lafcadio was 6 years old his 
father’s regiment was ordered back to 
Dublin. Upon their arrival he and his 
brother, together with their beautiful 
mother, were objects of the liveliest 
curiosity. The maiden aunts wel- 
comed them all and took them .into 
heart and home. For a good while 
after Col. Hearn’s return to his old 
home he continued deeply in love with 
his wife. Then there came a change— 
intangible but perceptible. He grew 
impatient with her oddities of dress 
and behavior, her prejudices and su- 
perstitions, and finally asked her to 
grant him a divorce. He had met 
again the woman he had loved but- 
whose mother had opposed his suit 
before he went to Greece. The father — 
was dead, the woman still loved him, 
and his wild love for the Greek girl 
had been only an episode. 

At first the wife was grief-stricken, 
but she was made of hero stuff. She 
realized what shameful wrong her 
husband sought to put upon her, and 
her eagerness to free herself from him 
outran his. She hated him now a@ 
much as once she had leved him. His 
aunts were incensed, espoused her 
cause heartily, disinherited . their 
nephew and made his sons their heirs. 

They retained as counsel for their 
niece a Greek of remarkable legal 
talent, a scholar, rich, handsome, sine 
gle-and just 40 years of age. She ob- 
tained the decree, the universal syn- 
pathy of the court and Dublin society 
and the love of her counsel, whom 
she finally married on his own condi- 
tions. He stipulated that she should 
leave her two children with their 


aunts, and that they two should leave 
Great Britain forever. From that day 
to this her two sons have never heard 
a word of her, nor have they Known 
to what part of the world the two 
went. For immediately after the dl- 
voree was granted Col. Hearn’s regt- 
ment was ordered to India, where he 
married his old love and lived many 
vears. The two boys, deserted by both 


parents, were now the idols of thefr 


‘old aunts. They were sent to the best 


schools -and brought up in luxury. 
Lafeadio early gave tokens of gen- 
ius, and his aunts, who were Roman 
Catholics. decided to consecrate this 
gifted child to the service of God, 
With this in view they sent him to a 
monastic school tn France. Here he 
imbibed a profound. disg@ust for the 
sacerdotal profession and became ag- 
nostic. It was then that he gained 
that intimate knowledge of the French 
language which made him such a 4e- 


'liehtful French writer.

‘meant little. but he erieved for his 


aunts. The two old ladies were mer- 
cifully spared any long knowledge ‘of 
poverty, for both died soon after the 
Iccs of their money. Then Lafcadia 
determined to seek his fortune. He 
took passage in the steerage of an 
American-bornd ship and reached 
New York after suffering inexprees!- 
bly: ‘He sought literury work a 
could get none. He tried to sectre 
reportorial work—nelther was this 
forthcoming.

MRS. TRUMAN’S DIAMOND,

The Department Agriculture is in- 
terested in a number of horticultural 
enterprises at the present time. Wil- 
liam Saunders, the horticulturist of 
the department, is kept very busy stud- 
vine the various foreign horticultural 
industries which are not to be found 
in this country, with a view to_intro- 
ducing them, if possible, in the United 
Btates, 

His principal efforts at the present 
time, however, tic directed toward the 
production of the camphor tree in the 
Southern States, with a view to en- 
larging that industry to such an ex- 
tent as to make camphor a home- 
grown article of commerce. Although 
camphor trees have been grown in this 
country for a number of years, they 
have never been crown as an article of 
profit, their duty having been chiefly 
to eet ae ehade trees in the orange 
groves of Fierida and other Southern 

Fince the fatlure of the orange crops, 
a few veare ago, by eeason of the heavy 
freet, the people of Pierida have been 
anxious for any kind of indusiry that 
promises profit, and the Department of 
Agriculture hopefully anticipates that 
camphor treee will be grown quite ex- 
tensively throughout that @tate. 

The information of the department 
regarding thie Industry le by fhe means 
complete, and it hase not yet been de- 
termined whether camphor can best be 
extracted from the leaves, the young 
sheets, or the reote of the trees. For 
thie and to tnvestigate the 
prowess by which the camphor ie ex- 
tracted, the Secretary of Agriculture 
will soon send Mr. Saunders to Fiorida 
te make @ thorough investigation of 
the subject, and te make &@ report as 
to. Whether In bie opinion the camphor 
tree can be euceesefully rateed an 
article of commerce in thie country. 
The department ta Informed that there 
are a humber of campheor-growers in 
that @tate and Mr. Baundere expects 
to thoee places In a few

but when they need money to buy and 
want to sell their produce, every ad- 
vantage is taken. Various times I have 
tried to sell at Santa Rosa, and know 
enough to realize the wonderful facil- 
ities given to the merchants in the 
teléphone to make prices below fair 
market rates. They know the small 
farmers must have money. They know 
that they will get all their fruit and 
other produce, and they divide it 
among them, even to eventually taking 
hie ranch. In this section there is 
hardly a rancho that is not mortgaged 
for all it is worth, or foreclosed. Come 
and see, and you will learn facts of 
bitter endeavors to hold their own, yet 
finally lost all. Cause—the combina- 
tions to put produce below cost and 
disease. When will the farmers learn 
the necessity of getting together and 
find some profitable way to sell their 
produce and not be governed by a lot 
of harpies who only want it all and 
who scatter ruin in their path, while 
they grow rich on the misery of oth- 
oT 

To this the editor replies in the fol- 
lowing sensible manner: 

“We think the above letter expresses 
a general feeling among farmers. The 
question is whether the facts being as 
stated, the farmer has legitimate cause 
of complaint. From an ethical stand- 
point, certainly he has. Doubtiess all 
men ought to be willing to pay a fair 
price for whatever they desire, and 
ought not to combine for the purpose 
of buying at lees than a fair price. 
Commerce, however, is not governed by 
the lawe of ethica, but by laws of Its 
own. It owught not to ve, but it is. 
Commercial law saye buy ase cheap as 
you can and sell as Gear as you can. 
and to this end work by all means in 
your power short of living. When men 
gain their ends by deception, which 
pomesibliy the majority do upon occa- 
sion, they tranecress commercial law. 
The charge in this case, except as re- 
garde the wine merchants, ie not. de- 
ception, but combination, and the use 
of the telephone. These weapons are 
as open to the farmer as to the mer- 
chant. The farmer does not use them 
and the merchant does; We think it 
true that at the date of our corre- 
epondent’s letter, prune dryers did not 
with to buy prunes unless they could 

y them cheap. We doubt whether a 

4 of fresh prunes brought Into Ban 
Jor®# on that date could have been 
eold for over 8160 a ton, although it is 
perfectiy true that many had been pre.. 
viously bought at from $825 to 830 per 
ton. At that date desired supplies bad 
heen purchased, drying was pretty well 
over, and no fruit wae desired except 
ata areat bargain. We think our cor- 
respondent erred, as a business man, 
in taking bie freeh fruit to a market 
which he not understand. Ae a 
business he should = elther 
have arranged to dry hie own fruit, 
which te beet, or elee have contracted 
it when hurere were in the fleld,. de- 
siring to purchase. Ae for combination 
among merchants, there te lees of It 
than generally supposed. They fight 
each other far woree than farmers 
do. and have little eanfidence in eac 
other's word. Yet they 
combine mere or lees, and thoree whe 
happen te be for the time reasonably 
friendly do ‘poet’ each other more or 
by 

“There are but Yoo remedies for 
thie estate of things. One te to caure 
commercial transactions to he governed 
by ethical The church hase heen 
engaged in the fort for many years, 
the reeult in SBenema 
eoomnty.

commission men. The proposition is a 
very simple one. The commission 
men—or fruit dealers, for there are 
very few who handle fruit strictly on 
commission—naturally desire to buy the 
fruit at the lowest possible price. On 
the other hand, the producers, of 
course, wish to obtain the highest price 
they can for their product. In the 
natural order of things, it would be 
supposed that competition among com- 
mission men would insure a fair price, 
but experience has shown that this is 
not the case. Therefore, in order to 
secure a living price for their products, 
the fruit-growers of California have 
been forced to combine for self-protec- 
tion, and are doing so all along the 
line, with greater or less success. It 
is only a pity that the movement is 
not more general. tic 

Because there have been failures in 
these coiperative movements, it does 
not by any means prove that the sys- 
tem is a failure. The wonder is not 
that there have been failures, but that 
there has been so much success in these 
movements, considering the fact that 
nine-tenths of the fruit-growers are 
not business m@m, and that there are 
s0 many small growers to be ranged 
in line, 

As an argument in favor of the em- 
ployment of middlemen in handling the 
fruit crop, and against the handling of 
the crop by the fruit-growers them- 
selves, the California Fruit Grower 
Says: 

“Col. Harrison Gray Otis and his 
many assistants prepare an excellent 
issue of The Times. The publisher gets 
it off the press. What then? Is the 
doughty colonel going to see to its 
om distribution? We take it that 
such is not the plan of procedure. Hun- 
dreds of men and boys do this for 
him, and do it too, better than could 
the editorial and reportorial crowd.” 

This is a very poor argument for our 
San Francisco contemporary to pre- 
sent. In fact, it is no argument at all, 
along the line of thought which that 
journal is pursuing. To give the argu- 
ment weight, it would have to be 
shown that The Times intrusts the 
sale of its paper to outsiders, whose 
only object it is to obtain the paper 
at the lowest possible price. On the 
contrary, The Times is sold at a price 
which it fixes, and it cannot be ob- 
tained at any lower price. The Call- 
fornia Fruit Grower goes on to say: 

“The California Fruit Grower is not 
opposed to exchanges, or organizations 
a8 such. It knows that in unity there 
is strength—except in the case of liquor 
and water—an apt saving clause, by 
the way, because, too often in uniting 
together, the projectors admit to their 
circle one or more persons who sooner 
or later prove to be an element of 
weakness. There is no question but 
that an intelligently-directed organisa- 
tion, honestiy administered is a tower 
of strength for those in it, but fre- 
quently an association of this nature is 
manned and captained by those who 
look only to their own individual finan- 
= and—beblanked with the 
rest, 

We are pleased to note that the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Grower is not opposed to 
exchanges, or creanisations, as such. 
We trust it will benceferth show more 
dispesition to favor coiiperative move- 
ments among the frult-growers, “as 
such,” or in any other way, recognising 
the importance of such movements to 


freely informa them as to the! the great horticultural industry of the

CHE FORFEITED LAND GRANT. 


WHY SHOULD NOT ARCHITECTS 
BE LICENSED? 


Vacant Houses in Los Angeles—Dis- 
satisfied Spring-street Tenants. 
Another Landlords’ Assocfa- 
tion—Building Notes. 


The local real estate market has not 
developed any striking features during 
the past week. The demand for 
property still continues fair, but own- 
ers of business property are so firm 
in their demands that it is difficult to 
make a trade. The sale of a portion 
of the Cerritos Rancho, at a good 
price, has had the effect of improving 
the demand for country property m 
this vicinity. 

THAT SETTLERS’ LEAGUE. 

The reported attack upon the title of 
the San Joaquin Rancho, in Orange 
county, turned out to be anoher effort 
of the “California, Arizona and New 
Mexico Settlers’ League,” to which The 
Times has on several occasions paid its 
compliments in this department, during 
the past few years. The parties be- 
hind this organization with a high- 
sounding name, are Zach Montgomery 
and C. C. Grove, backed, it fs said, 
by ex-Atty.-Gen. A. H. Garland. These 
people have agents. scattered all 
through this section, who induce cred- 
ulous individuals to put up $50, in re- 
turn for which they are given a condi- 
tional deed to property in one of the 
big Spanish grants, whenever the title 
to such grant shall have been success- 

lily contested. These agreements are 

orded in such a careful manner as to 
bably keep the parties who are en- 
neering the scheme beyond the pale 
of criminal prosecution. but the busi- 
ness certainly comes very near to get- 
ting money under false pretenses. 
ere is not the slightest probability 
that the United States will ever agree 
to disturb the titles to these grants. 

Meantime, to judge from the number 
of deeds of this character that have 
been filed, in this and other counties, 
the slick individuals. who are engi- 
meering this real estate bunco game, 
must be gathering in a very comfort- 
able little fortune from c¢heir dupes. 

On this subject The Times has _re- 
ceived the following letter from one 
who is in a position to know whereof.

“LAND-TITLE BLACKMAILERS,.

LICENSING ARCHITECTS. 

It is suggested, and with much rea- 
son, that architects should be licensed 
to practice their profession. It is a 
curious state of affairs, while every 
doctor and dentist, and even the man 
who runs an engine in the basement of 
a building has to obtain a license, noth- 
ig of the kind should be required from 
architects, upon whose skill and ex- 
perience the safety of hundreds of 
people frequently depends. 

An attempt was made in the last 
Legislature to have a law enacted reg- 
ulating the practice of architecture, but 
it was defeated by interested parties. 
The act provided for the appointment 
of a State board of architecture, com- 
posed of ten pergons, five from the 
northern part of the State and five 
from the south, the two to form a 
northern and southern district board, 
for the examination of applicants for 
licenses to practice architecture, the 
district boards to meet four times a 
year and the State board to meet once 
a@ year. Any person was to be entitled 
to an examination on payment of $15, 
and to a certificate, if successful, on 
payment of a further fee of $5. Any 
architect in good standing, engaged ex- 
clusively in the profession of architec- 
ture on the date of the passage of the 
act, was to be granted a certificate 
without examination, on payment of 
a fee of $5. Within six months from the 

assage of the act it was to be unlaw- 
ul, and punishable by fine of not less 
than $50 or more than $500, for any 
person to practice architecture with- 
out a license in California. Provision 
was made that any person could make 
plans for his own buildings. 

An attempt should be made to secure 
the enactment of this or of some sim- 
ilar law, in the coming Legislatlire. 

SPRING-STREET PAVING. 

In connection with the delay in the 
resurfacing of Spring street, it is wor- 
thy of mention that the agent of one 
block on Broadway recently received 
applications from several firms on 
Spring street, in regard to the possible 
renting of store space. If property- 
owners on Spring street desire to re- 
tain their tenants, they would do well 
to make a move of some kind. 

HOUSES TO LET. 

In The Times of Sunday last there 
were published over two and one-quar- 
ter columnsof small advertisements, an- 
nouncing houses to let. Yet agents say 
that there is a great demand for houses, 
particularly furnished houses, and that 
it is by no means an easy matter to 
obtain desirable cottages with all mod- 


| ern improvements, containing from five 


to seven rooms. The fact ts that the 
old-fashioned houses are being aban- 
doned for those of modern style, of 
which so many have gone up during 
the past couple of years. As The Times 
has frequently stated, landlords who 
wish to rent old-fashioned houses will 
have to be willing to accept very mod- 
erate rents. 
SAN FRANCISCO EMPTIES. 

Regarding the numerous empty build- 
ings in San Francisco, the Financial 
Letter of that city says: 

“San Francisco’s business section has 
much improved in that respect, but 
aside from that the condition of affairs 
is deplorable. The number of unoccu- 
pied buildings is so great as to impress 
the most casual observer with the 
belief that construction has been far in 
excess of requirement and to excite 
the suspicion that for several yeara 
there been no increase in popula- 
tion. Until there shall be fewer va- 
cant buildings there would seem to be 
no good reason for an increase in San 
Francisco realty values and until such 
increase shall make itself manifest 
purchasers may be expected to doubt 
if the lowest prices have been reached.” 
ANOTHER LANDLORDS’ ASSOCIA- 

° TION. 

Reference was recently made to a 
landlords’ association which has been 
started in Los Angeles, for the purpose 
of keeping track of tenants in business 
blocks who have a habit of not paying 
their rent. Before that association was 
started, Wright and Callender of this 
city, who do an exclusive renting busi- 
ness, had made preparations to organ- 
ize such an association for residences, 
and they have now made a commence- 
ment in that line, the plan being 
founded on one which is in force at 
Dayton, 0., in which 1100 houses are 
represented.

FOREST RESERVATIONS. 

When the proclamation was sent out 
a few months ago that all the lands 
suitable for agricultural purposes situ- 
ated within the boundaries of the forest 
reserves would be opened up to settle- 
ment there was an immediate rush to 
secure them, and the United States 
Registrar was overrun with those who 
proposed to locate on these lands and 
thus secure first-class claims when the 
lands were thrown open.

In 
answer to a letter from San Diego, 
making inquiries on this subject, the 
following answer was received from the 
Vettes tates Land Office in Los An- 
geles: 

“Sir: In reply to your letter of recent

THE MINER’S WEALTH. 


A Parsen Defends His Right to 
Grubstake a Prospector. 


Robert McIntyre, a Methodist minis- 
ter of Chicago, has stirred some of his 
brethren because he grubstaked a 
miner for the Klondike. The Chicago 
Tribune interviewed Mr. McIntyre on 
the subject. He says: 

“Conscientious scruples against such 
an undertaking No scruples entered 
my mind then, nor have they since. It 
was purely and simply a matter of 
principle. The sermon on the Mount 
and the ten commandments don’t come 
into the matter, and theology needn't. 

“The fact is, I admire a miner's 
wealth. It’s clean. There are’no blood 
nor tears on it. It is acquired away 
from the scheming and the cut-throat 
competition that characterizes ordinary 
business ventures, where the success of 
one man so often means the disaster 
and downfall of some other man, or 

erhaps a number of men. Nobody has 

een pinched. Nobody has _ been 
wronged. The miner who digs a for- 
tune out of the ground has the satis- 
faction that he hasn't robbed a soul, 
even though he become a hundred 
times a millionaire. 

“Then, too, there is another factor to 
take into consideration. The man who 
makes a fortune on the Board of Trade 
or on the Stock Exchange, or in build- 
ing up a gigantic business house, adds 
nothing to the world’s store of available 
wealth. The world, in other words, is 
no richer because he is richer. He is 
rich, rather, because somebody else is 
poorer. The miner, on the other hand, 
whether he digs out $100 or $100,000, 
adds that much to the world’s weaith, 
and, with the added wealth, he con- 
tributes just that much to the possible 
amount of the world's comforts and 
pleasures. 

“As I look at the matter there are few 
producers of wealth. The many live 
on the few. The only man comparable 
with the miner is the farmer. e gets 
what he has direct from nature, but he 
produces perishable wealth. While he 
meets a want, his contribution to the 
world’s wealth, therefore, is not a per- 
manent one like the miner's, 

“The gold miner is today the king 
wealth-producer of the country, and I 
honor him above all others. It is no 
dishonor, it needs no apology, to emu- 
late his example or assist him in his 
efforts. There's the whole question in 
a nutshell. | | 

“It isn’t a church matter. The fact is, 
God put the gold in the valley of the 
Yukon for His children. Any man, con- 
sistent with such regulations as are 
necessary for fair play and the protec- 
tion of individual interests, has an un- 
deniable right to go there and dig and 
delve all he chooses. If he pulls out 
$100,000 he simply makes a draft, not 
on somebody's bank account, but on 
nature's treasury. There ie no more 
wrong in that, therefore, than there 


would \he in a man sowing wheat or | 


Planting corn and trusting to\nature to | 


yield twenty, fifty, or a hundredfold. 
Ha a private matter between man and 


Maker. There's scriptural 


ity enough for a man to plant and reap 
a harvest of grain, and I don’t see why 
there isn’t authority enough for a man 
to dig and delve and reap a harvest 
of gold dust and nuggets. 

‘‘As I look at the matter, therefore, 
the minister who doffs broadcloth and 
dons a miner’s garb and _ faces the 
perils of the wilderness, and gets a 
draft cashed on nature’s treasury fora 
few hundred thousand dollars or a 
million or two, is dong humanity a 
good turn. I don’t know by what 
course he could do more goed-or add 
more to the sum of the world’s com- 
forts or pleasures. If he can’t go to 
the field of operation himself, it's an 
honorable thing, I believe, for him to 
grubstake somebody else. 

“I can’t quite see why a clergyman, 
if he chooses, should not be a wealth- 
producer. Christian ethics are not 
against it. There is only about so much 
wealth in the world, any way, and life 
nowadays is a scramble to get as much 
of what does exist as possible. I should 
rank a benefaction above a benediction. 
But on the miner’s wealth, as I just 
said, there are no blood, nor tears, no 
groans, sufferings, sorrows caused to 
others. 

“A minister has just as much right 
to mine gold or grubstake somebody 
else as the man who listens to his ser- 
mons and helps to pay his salary. It’s 
a foolish notion that a minister, be- 
cause he is a minister, must apologize 
for doing openly what he commends 
others for doing. I have said that the 
miner who actually adds to the world’s 
wealth is a public benefactor, and that 
his wealth is the cleanest in existence. 
Believing that, why should not I offer 
to grubstake Mr. Gaston”

“THE STOCK MARKET. Under the 
head of “A Dangerous Market” the 
United States Investor warns the pub- 
lic against investing rashly in stocks 

at present prices. The Investor says: 
“Our opinion is that the stock mar- 
ket has discounted all the improve- 
ment that can be looked for in gen- 
eral conditions for a good many 
months to come. It should be remem- 
bered that much of the good feeling 


can be traced to conditions which are 
bound to be temporary. Railroad se- 
curities have, in a large number of 
cases, advanced in a very striking man- 
ner in the last few morths. This has 


_ been due.to the high pce of wheat} 


and the expectation of a greatly-in- 
creased purchasing power on the part 
of the farmers. Conditions are such at 
present as to make it seem quite 
likely that the railroads will enjoy 
greater prosperity during the next year 
than for a long time past,. though it 
is worth noting that tnere are signs 
that rates may be slasned by the 
transcontinental roads. But assuming 
the best results from the present ag- 
ricultural situation, there is scant 
probability that our crops will be in 
demand in the fall and winter of 1898 
in anything like the manner which has 
characterized this year. More wheat 
than usual will be transported to the 
seaboard the coming twelve months, 
and the heightened prosperity of the 
farmers will undoubtedly considerably 
increase ‘the west-bound traffic move- 
ment. But we do not see that a per- 
manent improvement in the railroad 
situation is at hand, except possibly, 
as regards a portion of the roads. 
Lines whose prosperity was impaired 
by the general business depression, 
rather than by any inherent weakness, 
and bankrupt lines which have been 
put upon a sound financial basis by 
means of reorganization, may view the 
future with hopefulness.”’ 


COMMERCIAT.. . 

THE COMING ORANGE CROP. An- 
othef eastern ‘paper, Gardén and For- 
est of New York, repeats a mistaken 
statement that has been published by 
several eastern journals in regard to 


the probable size of the coming orange

“The orange crop of California for 
the coming season, according to con- 
‘servative estimates based on the pres- 
ent condition, will amount to from

California last 
season amounted to fully 7000 car- 
loads, while it is a consérvative esti- 
mate to figure the coming crop at 10,- 
000 carloads, unless some unforeseen 
calamity should occur.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


COMPRESSED AIR FOR STREET 
CARS. An illustrated pamphlet has 
been published containing a descrip- 
‘tion, reprinted from the .Street Rail- 
way Journal, of the Hoadley-Knight 
street-car system, on the Metropolitan 
Street Railway lines of New York 
In a review of the mechanical 
tramway systems of Europe by E. A. 
Ziffer, read before the International 
Street Railway Association at its last 
annual meeting at Stockholm, the 
statement was made that compressed 
air cars were then. in use on seven 
lines in Europe, aggregating about 
forty miles of track, and that several 
other lines were in course of construc- 
tion. The General Omnibus Company 
of Paris has had compressed-air 
motors on three of its lines for a 
number of years, and they are giving, 

ccording to the general manager of 

he company, excellent satisfaction. 
Many attempts have been made in this 
country to operate cOmpressed-air cars, 
but up to recently with exceedingly 
discouraging results. The value, how- 
ever, of a motive power for street rail- 
ways that will obviate the well-known 
objections to trolley lines, and the 
enormous expense and delay of equip- 
ment of conduit lines, has brought 
within the last year a very rapid de- 
velopment of compressed air, as a mo- 
tive power for this purpose. 

According to the pamphlet above re- 
ferred to, the expense of installing this 
system does not differ materially from 
that of the electric trolley system. The 
compressed-air power plant can be in- 
stalled for the same amount as an 
electric power plant, and the cars, 
while costing somewhat more than the 
trolley cars, are more than offset, it is 
claimed, by the-expense of the trolley 
line itself. As compared with the un- 
derground trolley, there is, of course, a 
saving of the interest and maintenance 
of the conduit, a sum which would in 
itself exceed in many cases the whole 
motive power expense of the com- 
pressed-air car.

NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—What looked at one 
time today like a resumption in force of the 
upward movement of prices came to an un- 
timely end in the afternoon, on the Wall 
street interpretation os Spain’s intentions to 
press ‘for more stringent measures against 
filibusterers by the United States government 
and to call this government to account for 
the success of filibustering expeditions.

Selling of stocks for London account was 
more or less of a drag in this market. The 
early rise in the market was aided by the 
continued favorable character of statements 
of railroad earnings and rumors of statements 
yet to come. But the question is arising in 
the minds of dealers in stocks hew far the 
present high earnings are due to abnormal 
movement of special commodities. The 
president of one of the great trunk lines 
states that the rise in the price of wheat 
led to quick and heavy unloading of west- 
ern granaries, and that the settlement of the 
great soft-coal strike is bringing forward 
very heavy arrears of traffic. He adds cau- 
tiously: “It is impossible to state now 
whether this improvement is due to the 
prosperity of the country. After the ab- 
normal business is over I will be able .to 
state whether the improvement is likely to 
continue.’ Money continued distinctly easy 
in the market, the bulk of the call loans 
being made at about two per cent. No 
further imports of gold are expected while 
European money centers show the present 
relative stiffness of rates, the tendency be- 
ing all the time to increase the difference,

NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—The Evening Post's 
London financial cablegram says: 

“The Bank of England return has been a 
complete surprise to the market. The fea-

,000 from the market, as shown by the 
decrease, £3,000,000, in other securities and 
over £1,000,000 in government securities. It 
was generally known that the bank was bor- 
rowing. as was cabled to you early in the 
week, but the market had estimated such 
borrowing at about £1,000,000 only. The 
reserve is up only £200,000 in coin and bul- 
lion, and down £141,000, which, as £170,000 
in gold for week, shows 
some return from home circu ation. The

Salt Manufacturing Plant to be Es- 
tablished—Shipping Movements. 


REDONDO, O¢t. 21.—{Regular Correspon- 
dence.] The salt lake north of town has 
been leased for a term of years to M. Lewis 
of Los Angeles. He will commence at once 
the building of vats, the construction of a 
warehouse and the installation of engines and 
boilers. The product of the plant will 
probably consist mostly of salt for packing 
purposes.. The output is expected to amount 
to from ten to fifteeh tons daily. The lake, 
which is supposed to be fed by salt springs, 
is composed of a very strong brine. This 
solution contains 70 per cent. of pure salt,

water supply is obtained from wells very close 
to the lake, the surface of which is close to 
the ocean, and at a depression two feet lower 
than the sea at low tide. The domestic 
water, although developed so near to the 
saline deposit, is pronounced to be of good

RANDSBURG. 


LOS ANGELES MEN INTERESTED IN 

A NEW MINING COMPANY. 

Numerous Reports of Promising De- 
véelopments—Some High Grade 
Ore Taken Out—Progress of the 
Kramer Railroad—Chemical En- 
gine for the Fire Department. 


RANDSBURG, Oct. 19. — [Regular Corre- 
Spondence.] A new mining company has been 
formed to operate on four ledges north of 
Johannesburg and next adjoining the Ala- 
meda. The claims are the Monte Cristo, Ala- 
media No. 2, Croesus and Golden Wedge, all 
prospecting well and lying in a good locality. 
The corporation is composed of H. J. Wools 
lacott, president of the State Loan and Trust 
Company, Los Angeles; Warren Gillelen, 
president of the Broadway Bank, Los Ange- 
les; G. M. Rose, lately from the Black Hills, 
South Dakota; W. H. McEwen, superintend- 
ent of the Alameda mine, Johannesburg; C. 
i,. Hansen of Ontario, J. S: Salkey, Los An- 
geles, and A. A. Dougherty, president of the 
Randsburg and Kramer Railroad. The name 
of the corporation is the Johannesburg Gold 
Mining Company, with a capital of $1,000,000. 
it is proposed to begin development work at 
once, 


Work on the Little Butte mine in Rands- 
burg is being pushed night and day, and thu 
Main shaft is down 260 feet, with drifts to the 
east. Ore taken from a drift on the cast side 
about twenty feet above the bottom of the 
shaft was assayed Sunday morning by A. J. 
Pelter, and, although showing nothing in the 
pan or hornspoon, it went by assay $731.20, 
It is a gray, close-grained rock, and hereto- 
fore has been considered worthless. It is 
base and shows no free gold until brought to 
the fire test. 

A good many parties having mines in this 
locality upon which the assessment work has 
not been done are now coming in and pre- 
beg to do the work. J. M. Edgar of Santa 
Paula, representing three other partiés wh 
are interested with him, tame in Sunday an 
left with a four-horse team loaded with sup- 
plies, tools and lumbef, to bégin work on 
some mines about twenty-four miles north 
of here in the Argus range. A very rich 
strike is reported from that section in a miné 
owned by Col. Hafford and Bowman. They 
sunk. a shaft 100 feet beside the ledge. then 
drifted and struck a vein of ore four feet 
in width assaying $200 per ton. 

Jay E. Hunter.of Los Angeles was here last 
week and left for Bakersfield Sunday morn- 
ing. Mr. Hunter and A. T. Stewart have pur- 
chased Mr. Harvey’s interest tn the Hard 
Cash, and, in connection with Dr. Webb, who 
owns the other half, will prosecute work on 
that mine. It is a low-gfade proposition, but 
there is a large body of ore which can be 
mined cheaply. 

The Orpheus: Theater, closed since the first 
of June, will be opened for the winter with a 
full company on the evening of October 3). 
Mr. Petrich, the owner, will be here in a few 
days to put the building in thorough shape 
for the opening. 

R. A. Perez of Log Angeles visited Rands- 
burg and Johannesbutg last week. He spent 
all his time examining mines while here, vis- 
iting the Alameda and the Concentrator at 
Johannesburg, the Rand group, Little Butte, 
Hard Cash and others in andsburg, and 
went away thoroughly pleased with the camp, 
although he came here somewhat prejudic d 
against it. 

The new chemical engine for the fire de- 
partment arrived today. It has been brought 


down overland from Bodie, Nev., and reached 


Red Rock a few days ago. One hundred and 
fifty feet of hose has been sent for to Los 
Angeles, Which 18 expected today. and Rends- 
burg will not be so entirely at the mercy of 
the flames as formerly. The fire company 
give an entertainment tonight in the skating 


rink. 

Last Wednesday night, after the adjourn- 
ment of the regular. weekly meeting of the 
Citizens’ Committee, the members resolved 
themselves into a committee of the whole 
and proceeded to make a tour of inspection 
of the town, doubtless for the sole purpcos> 
of correcting existing evils. Their purpo-e 
was highly commendable and deserving of all 

raise. The work was tedious and the way 
ong, #0 many places to investigate that rome 
were inclined to wander from the subject 
under investigation. But their president, in 
that dignified way for which he is noted in 
all their deliberations, held them strictly to 
the business in hand and this naturally car- 
ried them into nearly every drinking resort 
in the town. Before completing their labors 
for the good of the citizens of Randsburg the 
hour was very late’ and some of the mem- 
bers were so weary that it was with difficulty 
they were able to reach home and bed in 
safety. Their labors will bear fruit. 

A double wedding was celebrated last even- 
ing at the house of Ella Baker. at the lower 
end of Butte avenue, Judge Maginnes per- 
forming the ceremony.

A few intimate friends only were present. 
Immediately afterward the boys gathered 
around with tin pans, Kettles, anything, in 
fact, to make a noise. but the ‘young married 
people were prepared for them. The doors 
wefe opened and all were invited inside, 
where they were generously supplied with re- 
freshments. both solids and liquids. 

The thirteenth interment in the cemetery 
east of town took place today. an infant child 
from Garlock being buried there this after- 
noon. 

Father Reynolhs of the Catholic Church 
was here for the past few days, leaving on 
the Kri mer stage Monday afternoon, While 
here he held services at the Orpheus Theater 
on Sunday morning. 

The Randsbure Rank has at last material- 

ized and opened its doors for business this 
morning in the room prepared for it last win- 
ter in the Occidental Hotel on Butte avenue. 
It is called the Bank of Randsburg, with J. 
Q. Hutton es cashict and Mr. Hut- 
ton wes formerly from Towa, but has been 
a resident of Los Angeles for the past six

Californian Land Cases. 
{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 15, 1897.—Judge 
Tho Ryan, Acting Secretary of the 


Interior, today affirmed the decision of 
the General Land Office in the case of 
the heirs of Luther C. Vradenburg et 
al., v8. Thomas B. Orr, entryman, and 
Emile Chauvin, transferee, affecting 
jand in the Visalia district of Califor- 
nia. On. May 17, 1877, Orr made desert 
land entry. This was suspehded and 
later the order of suspension was re- 
voked. Orr assigned his entry to Emile 
Chauvin and Juan L’ Noriega, and then 
Noriega assigned to Chauvin. Luther 
C. Vradenburg filed an affidavit of con- 
test against this entry on “April 15, 
1886, alleging non-desert character of 
the land and failure to reclaim. Chau- 
vin’s title is sustained. 


Feeding Value of Alfalfa. 

We know that California alfalfa- 
growers will be glad to compare 
the results of some feeding trials 
made with alfalfa with their own con- 
clusions drawn from actuai practice. 
The Utah Experiment Station has 
been making extended feeding § ex- 
periments on (a) yield and _ feeding 
value of early, medium and late cut- 
tings of alfalfa; (b) yield and feeding 
value of the first, second and _ third 
crops, and (c) feeding varue as com- 
pared with red clover, timothy, mixed 
hay and alfalfa mixed with straw. 

The trials a and b may be thus 
summarized: 

1. Steers fed either the alfaifa with 
or without grain made the most rapid 
gains on the early cut, and the lowest 
on the late cut, of they stand as fol- 
lows: Early cut, 100; medium cut, 77; 
late cut, 68. 

2. For both first and second crops 
the early cut was first in rate of gain, 
while for the first crop the late cut 
was better than the medium cut, and 
for the second crop the medium cut is 
far the better of the two. 

38. The food eaten per day 
Slightly the highest forthe early cut and 
lowest for the late cut, standing as 
100 for the early cut, 99 for the medium 
cut, and 85 for the late cut. 

4. Pound for pound, the early cut 
was the best, the late cut second best, 
and the medium cut poorest. They 
stand as 100 for the early cut, 78 for 
the medium cut and 81 for the late 
cut. 

5. The early cut yielded the most 
hay when weighed into the barn, the 
medium cut coming second and the late 
cut last. 

6. The early cut contained the most 
moisture, and when ail are reducéd 
tc the same moisture content—12 per 
cent—which the hay contained when 
fed, the yield stands: Early cut, 100; 
medium cut, 93; and late cut, 90. | 

7. In amount of beef produced per 
acre the standing is: Early cut, 100; 
medium cut, 71; late cut, 71. 

$. In yield of protein, a very valu- 
able nutrient, the standing is: Early 
eut, 100; medium cut, 78; and iate 
cut, 82. 

9. During the two weeks of budding 
and flowering there appears to be no 
additional growth—in fact, our results 
show a loss of 82 pounds per acre of 
dry matter during this period. 

Compared with other feeds.—As_ to 
the relative value of alfalfa, red clover, 
mixed hay, timothy, alfalfa and straw, 


warranted from the trial: 

1. In rate of gain per day the dif- 
ferent feeds stand as follows: First 
crop alfalfa, 100; second crop alfalfa, 
75: third crop alfalfa, 110; all crops al- 
falfa, 91; red clover, 75; timothy, 97. _ 

2. The food eaten per day varies 
about in the same order. as the gains, 
standing as follows: First cron. 109; 
second crop, 97; third crop, 105: all 
crops, 100; red clover, 80; timothy, 95. 

3. Pound per pound, the good al- 
falfa proved equal to timothy, while in 
rate of gain it proved better. 

4. A ration of alfalfa and straw 
with grain proved superior to one of 
alfalfa and grain. — 

5. Mixed hay and grain proved su- 
perior to alfalfa and grain, but not 
quite as good as alfalfa, straw and 
grain. 

6. A ration with a wide nutritive 
ratio, 1 to 8.6, proved much better 
than cne with a narrow nutritive ratio, 
1 to 4.56, while a ration having a nu- 
tritive ratio of 1 to 4.81, proved bet- 
ter than either of the others. 

7. The use of mixed fodders in the 
rations, in one case mixed hay and in 
the other alfalfa and straw, appeared 
to have much more to do with the 
feeding value than did the nutritive 
ratio of the rations. However, the ra- 
tion that was nearest the Wolff’s 
standard gave the best results. 

8. Better results were obtained by 
making the ration wider than the 
standard by 2.6 than by making it 
narrower by 1.44. 

§. By feeding what straw the ani- 
mals would eat up clean, our foods 
rich in protein, alfalfa, bran and 
wheat, may be fed to good advantage, 
though the nutritive ratio be too nar« 
row. 

10. Where the rations contained but 
one class of fodders, legumes, the feed- 
ing value very closely followed the 


when the rations contained any other 
fodders—mixed hay, timothy or straw 
—the varying amounts of protein in 
the ration appeared to have little to 
do with the variation in feeding value 
of the ration. 

The steers used in the experiment 
were shipped to Omaha, and the 
weights taken at the experiment sta- 
tion barn and at Omaha. An aver- 
age of the two shipments showed an 
actual shrinkage of but 4.5 per cent., 
while the shrinkage in the selling 
weight was but 6 pounds on a 1200- 
pound steer, or but one-half of 1 per 
cent.—[Pacific Rural Press.

MINES AND MIN ING. 


INCREASE OF INTEREST IN THE 
MINING INDUSTRY. 


Wew Deal in the Mining Exchange. 
Cedros Island — The Biz Dry 
Washer—Another Alaska Scheme, 
Big Figures. 


There is every prospect that during 
the. coming winter gold mining in 
Southern California will see the great- 
est development that has ever been 
known in this section. 

Circumstances have changed very 
materially in the gold-mining industry 
during the past few, years. Instead of 
having to make a weary chase after a 
prospective purchaser, the owner of a} 
good gold mine now has buyers run- 
Good gold mines are, 
however, scarce,. Of prospects there 
are plenty, but a prospect and a mine 
are quite different things. 

An evidence of the interest that is 
now taken in mining matters all over 
the- country is furnished by the ex- 
tended comments that have been made 
by papers from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific on the Mining Number of The 
Times. There is not the slightest 
doubt that much capital. will be 
brought into the mining fields of South- 
ern California through that issue. 

CEDROS ISLAND MINES. 

An interesting mining section is 
found on Cedros Island, off the coast 
of Lower California. The mines are on 
the north end of the island, which has 
an area of some eighty square miles, 
and lies about fifty miles off the coast, 
and is about two hundred and thirty 
nautical miles from Ensenada. The 
island lies north and south, and the 
mineral belt cuts it diagonally across 
northwest and southeast. In some 
places it is half a mile in width. There 
are two principal outcrops, five miles 
apart. 

The ore contains copper, iron and 
gold, estimates of the value of the ore, 
of which there is an enormous body 
in sight, running from $5 to $12 per 
ton.. It is said that the ore can be 
mined very cheaply. 

THE MINING EXCHANGE. 

A ehange has taken place in the man- 

agement of the local Mining Stock Ex- 


change, W. O. Dow having taken the 


place of Dr. as president, white 
Frank Munson has been elected as a di- 
rector, Mr. Dow promises that, so long 
as he keeps the position of president, 
the affairs of the excHange will be con- 
ducted in a conservative and business- 
like manner. It was high time that 
a change should be made in the man- 
agement of this concern, for it is no se- 
cret that the late president of the ex- 
change did not enjoy the entire con- 
fidence of a majority of the members. 
He had been cutting up too many 
“capers” of late. There will be other 
changes made, the commitees being re- 
organized. There is every probability 
that the result of this new deal will 
prove beneficial to the organization, the 
management of which has, so far, left 
much to be desired. 
A BIG DRY WASHER. 


If the big dry concentrator at Rands- 
burg, which was described in The 
Times of Monday last, only does half 
of what is claimed for it, it will revo- 
lutionize the mining of low-grade ore. 
That it should obtain concentrations 
worth $879 a ton from ore which as- 
sayed only $1.25 a ton appears in- 
e redible, but the assays were made by 
Charles R. Wores of Randsburg, for- 
merly of Tucson, who is known as a 
reliable ‘assayer. 

Hitherto the dry washers that have 
been placed on the market have been 
more or less of a delusion and a snare, 
causing much loss of time and money 
to prospectors and mining men who 
have experimented with them. Many 
of these dry washers have given poorer 
results than the old-fashioned batea, 
in the hands of a Mexican. If the new 
invention fulfills its promises we may 
look to see a wonderful development 
of the low-grade mining properties that 
abound in this section. 

TAILINGS. 

Improved methods of extracting the 
precious metals have given value to 
tailings, which were formerly consid- 
ered worthless. In Telluride, Colo., as- 
tonishing results are said to have been 
obtained by A. G. Kirby. formerly of 
California. _By tables covered with 
canvas, tipped at a slight angle, and 
by an ingenious arrangement for dis- 
tributing the tailings equally over the 
surface, the fine particles of mineral 
are caught. I is said that he is netting 
$200 a day by his device. As a result, 
the demand for tailings is great. 

There are millions of tons of tail- 
ings in this State that will become val- 
uable if the gold and silver contents 
could be extracted from them by an 
economical process. 


A NEW COMPANY. 
A new company has been formed to 


work mines in the dis- 
trict..The name of the company is the 
Johannesburg Gold Mining Company, 
and it is incorporated under the laws 
of Arizona, with a capital of $1,000,000. 
The incorporators are H. J. Wolla- 
cott, president of the State Loan and 
Trust Company, Los Angeles; arren 
Gillelen, president Broadway _ Bank, 


Los Angeles; A. A. Daugherty, presi= + 


dent of the Kramer and Randsburg 
Railroad; William H. McEwen, supe- 
rintendent Alameda mine, Johannes- 
burg; G. M. Rose, an extensive mine 
owner; J. S. Salkey, a capitalist of 
Los Angeles, and C..L. Hanson. They 
own a group of claims consisting of 
the Monte Cristo, Alameda, No. 2, 
Golden Wedge and Croesus, and are 
negotiating for others in the vicinity. 
EXAGGERATED VALUES. 

There is a great deal of apparently 
well founded complaint on the part of 
those ‘desirous of investing in mining 
claims, because they are so frequently 
sent on wild goose chases to look at 
mines which are far below the repre- 
sentations. The mining editor of the 
Examiner says on this subject: 

“Such a nuisance has this become 
that it is rather difficult to get men 
in this city to send a representative 
to look at a mine which is for sale, 
unless the person bringing it to their 
attention is not only well known to 
them, but is one who has personally 
visited the mine in question and will 
guarantee his statements to be cor- 
rect. It seems a very foolish thing to 
do to exaggerate the amount of de- 
velopment work, the size of ledge and 
the value of ore, since the truth will 
be ascertained on examination, and 
people are not apt to buy without such 
examination. Yet miners or bonders 
will persistently misrepresent matters 
of this kind. They may be mistaken 
as to average value of ore, thinking it 
really runs higher than it does. But 


they have no reason to be mistaken 


as to average width of ledge or the 
depths of shafts or lengths,.of drifts. 
Numbers of instances might be cited 
of cases where men have lost money 
and time going to look at claims which 
were nothing at all like they were rep- 
resented to be. The result is that they 
are very cautious of making trips to 
other mines which may be all they 
are claimed to be. It is worse than fool- 
ish to make these misrepresentations, 
because it injures the reputation of the 
property. If a man is told to come and 
see a three-foot ledge of $15 rock and 
finds a one-foot ledge and $7 rock, heis 
naturally diseusted and cannot be ex- 
pected to speak well of the mine to 
others. But this sort of thing is so very 


}common that the statements are usu- 
ally discounted about 50 per cent. It 
dis not only miners and prospectors who 
are guilty of this. but even men calling 
themselves mining experts. They 
highten favorable features and omit a 
mention of the unfavorable ones. There 
does not seem to be any sort of use 
in trying to fool people in this way. 

are not bought in these days on 
mere statements or reports of inter- 
ested parties. The property is always 


examined first. It is much better for . 


a man to find a more favorable state 
of affairs than represented than to find 
half what he expected.” 

ANOTHER ALASKA SCHEME. 

The latest scheme for acquiring some 
of the golden wealth of the northern 
bonanza is an incorporation formed in 
this city, under title of the Carlson 
Klondike Gold Mines Company, the 
president being the well-known William 
H. Carlson, ex-Mayor of San Diego, now 
of Los Angeles. Martin Aguirre, for- 
merly Sheriff of Los Angeles county, is 
“auditor of the company. The pur- 
poses of the company, as _ stated 
in the prospectus, are as follows: 

“The principal purposes of the com- 
pany are to ‘grubstake’ 300 miners, who 
must first have arrived at Klondike, 
and by means of said ‘grubstaking’ to 
acquire, own, develop, operate and deal 
in gold mines at Klondike; to send 
representatives to Klondike to ‘grub- 
stake’ miners who have reached the 
gold fields there, but have not the 
financial means to prospect, locate and 
develop claims; to arrange with Wil- 
liam H. Carlson to be one of at least 
two representatives to go to Klondike 
by April, 1898, to ‘grubstake’ miners 
there, and, as such ‘grubstake,’ not 
more than $300 is to be paid to any one 
miner there and for which he must 
sign a written contract of partnership 
in and to all gold mines discovered by 
said prospector during the existence of 
said written agreement; to have agents 
for the sale of its stock at such cities 
in the United States, Canada and Eng- 
land as may be designated by the 
board of directors; and to deposit 
$100,000 with either the Bank of Cali- 
fornia, the Nevada Bank, Bank of 
British North America or other well 
known and safe institutions, whose 
paper will pass at Klondike and re- 
ceive in exchange therefor 1000 one 
hundred dollar certificates, payable 
to the order of the company to be sent 
by its representatives to ‘grubstake’ 
prospecting miners at Klondike.” 

The president adds that as to suc- 
cess rewarding their efforts there can 
be no question today; that 10 per cent. 
of them will discover fortunes is highly 


probable; and in all discoveries the 
company will receive’ one-half. 
looks yery plausible, but then -——. 
The c&pital stock of the company is 
only $1,000,000, “fully paid up and unas- 
sessable.”’ 

BIG FIGURES. 

A recent dispatch from the north 
quotes a mining man as saying that 
the extent of the gold-bearing country 
in Alaska is about nine hundred miles 
long by two hundred miles wide,’ or 
180,000 square miles. If. Col. Sellers 
were figuring on this proposition, he 
would estimate that, allowing about 
an acre to each prospector, this would 
support a population of 100,000,000 min- 
ers. There are, however, a good many 
“ifs” about that gold-bearing region. 
That there is an enormous amount of 
gold in Alaska—perhaps more than has 
hitherto-been discovered in any section 
of the world—appears to be fairly well 
established, but it should not be for- 
gotten that the difficulties of extract- 
ing the gold are greater in Alaska than 
in any other country into which the 
venturesome gold-seeker has hitherto 
entered. 

Some of the stories that are sent 
down from Alaska do not appear to 
hang together very well. For instance, 
a recent letter from Santa Barbara 
quotes a citizen of that place, who is 
now at Dawson City, as saying that he 
had twenty men at work at $15 a day, | 
who bring him $10,000 worth of gold in 
a pan every twenty-four hours, which 
he keeps in five-gallon oil cans, and it 
was added that he vaules the mine at 
a quarter of a million dollars. A mine 
that can be purchased for less than 
a month’s output of gold is certainly 
an attractive bait for capital. 

MACKAY INVESTING. 

' Advices from the north state that 
John W. Mackay and several asso- 
ciates will soon be the owners of the 
famous Silver Peak mine in Nevada. 
It is one of the best known gold mines 
in the West, and Mr. Mackay has 
gone to Nevada to give the property a 
final inspection before the deal is con- 
summated. The purchase price is said 
to be $1,000,000, and the gentlemen in- 
terested with Mr. Mackay are: J. B. 
Haggin, Marcus Daly, George Roberts 
and J. B. Canda.
